G.S.R. 142 (E).— Ministry of Environment & Forests have set-up a Steering Committee on the Montreal Protocol 
to recommend Projects for accessing the Multilateral Fund for Implementation of the Montreal Protocol, The Committee 
has been empowered to devise its own rules of procedure. The Committee has decided to follow the^ollowing procedure 
for recommending projects to the Multilateral Fund: 

(a) A project proposal in the specified format (Annexure-A) either prepared by the enterprise on its own or 
prepared by the enterprise with the help of a consultant—should be submitted to the MOEF (Ozone Cell). The proposal 
should come under the signature of a fiill time Director of the Board or Company Secretafy/Partner duly certifying 
all the documents. A Chartered Accountant Should also certify the quantity of Ozone Depleting Substances (ODS) consumed 
by the enterprise in the preceding twelve months or for each of the preceding three years. 

(b) The enterprise should satisfy itself that it has adequate means of financing project costs not firnded by 
|the Multilateral Fund. 


(c) For proposals prepared with their help, the consultants will authenticate information as given in Annexure-B. 
Different Committees of MOEF would, on a case by case basis, decide what specific examination of the proposal is 
required alongwith the agency to do so. 

(4) Projects will be entertained on first-cum-first served basis, i.e. adverse Impact of one project, if any, on later 
projects wifi not come in the way of it being recommended. 



(e) The MOEF (Ozone Cell), will send a copy of the project to the Implementing Agency for its comments. 
Implementing Agencies may send their comments to the enterprise, directly or through its local consultant, with a 
to MOEF (Ozone Cell). 


(f) The Ozone Cell will also send its comments, if any, to the enterprise. 

(g) After necessary modifications have been incorporated in the project document to address comments of the 
Ozone Cell and/or Implementing Agency, it will be brought to the Technology & Finance Standing Committee (TFSC), or 
Standing Committee on Small Scale and Tiny Enterprises (SCSS) for recommendation. Cases of no 'agreement' will also be 
brought to the TFSC/SCSS. Project shall be modified as decided by the concerned Committee. 

(h) Enterprises will not be invited to make a presentation before the concerned Standing Committee unless it is 
specifically decided by the Committee. In such cases, the enterprise and/or consultant involved in the project, can come for 
pificussions during the meeting of the concerned Standing Committee. 

(i) The project duly recommended by the concerned Standing Committee will be placed before the Steering 
Committee for final recommendation. The projects having unresolved policy issues will also be brought before the Steering 
Committee. After the project has been recommended by the Steering Committee, it will be sent to the Implementing Agency 
for seeking approval of the Executive Committee. It may be noted that projects in the final form ire required to be reviewed by 
external reviewer of the Implementing Agencies. 

(j) This procedure will be followed to the extent possible. In special cases, different committees will have necessary 
authority to make appropriate modifications. The objective will be to ensure that projects are properly prepared and reviewed 
without causing unnecessary delay. 

(k) In cases where the Executive Committee does not agree with the recommendations of the Govt., the enterprise 
would have to modify its proposal and this would be informed accordingly.
